We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Chicago  Transit 
Authority  ("Authority")  (an  Illinois  municipal  corporation)  as  of 
December  27,  1986  and  for  the  fiscal  year  then  ended,  and  have  issued 
our  report  thereon  dated  May  26,  1987,  which  was  qualified  as  being 
subject  to  the  effects  of  such  adjustments,  if  any,  as  might  have  been 
required  had  the  outcome  of  the  uncertainty  relating  to  the  realization 
of  amounts  receivable  from  the  Regional  Transportation  Authority  been 
known;  and  except  for  the  understatement  of  the  liability  for  claims 
and  lawsuits.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and  the  standards  for  financial  audits 
contained  in  the  U.S.  General  Accounting  Office's  Standards  for  Audits 
of  Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities  and  Functions  and , 
accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances  . 

As  part  of  our  examination,  we  have  also  reviewed  the  reporting  forms 
listed  below  and  included  in  the  Authority's  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  27,  1986,  required  under  Section  15  of  the  Urban 
Mass  Transportation  Act,  for  conformity  in  all  material  respects  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Administration  as 
set  forth  in  its  applicable  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  and  Records 
and  Reporting  System.  The  information  included  in  the  reporting  forms 
has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  our  examination 
of  the  Authority's  financial  statements.  We  did  not  make  a  detailed 
examination  as  would  be  required  to  determine  that  each  transaction 
on  the  forms  has  been  recorded  in  accordance  with  the  Uniform  System 
of  Accounts  and  Records  and  Reporting  System.

REPORT  ON  NON-FINANCIAL  OPERATING  DATA

The  Chicago  Transit  Authority  ("Authority")  is  eligible  to  receive 
grants  under  Section  9  of  the  Urban  Mass  Transporat ion  Act  of  1964 
("Act"),  and  in  connection  therewith,  the  Authority  is  required  to 
report  certain  information  to  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Administration  ( "UMTA" ) .  We  have  examined  the  Section  9  Statistics 
Summary  ("Form  006")  of  the  Authority's  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  27,  1986,  required  under  Section  15  of  the  Act.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  the  standards  for  financial  compliance  audits  contained 
in  the  U.S.  General  Accounting  Office's  Standards  of  Audits  of 
Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities  and  Functions  and , 
accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  Authority's  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances . 

The  Authority  has  used  the  UMTA  recommended  method  for  sampling  and 
calculating  motor  bus  passenger  miles.  Although  the  Authority's  sample 
data  was  only  collected  during  the  period  from  March  13,  1986  to 
December  27,  1986,  the  Authority  met  the  minimum  sample  requirement 
and  we  believe  the  sample  data  is  representative  of  1986  annual  figures. 

The  Authority's  method  of  sampling  demand  response  passenger  miles 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  method  recommended  by  UMTA.  The 
Authority's  sample  selection  method  and  size  did  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  UMTA  Circular  2710.2,  "Sampling  Procedures  for  Obtaining 
Demand  Responsive  Bus  System  Operating  Data  Required  Under  the  Section 
15  Reporting  System."  Although  the  Authority's  sample  selection  method 
and  size  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  UMTA  Circular  2710.2, 
management  believes  its  method  is  reliable  and  that  demand  response 
passenger  miles  are  fairly  presented. 

In  our  opinion,  fixed  guideway  directional  route  miles,  motor  bus  and 
rapid  rail  vehicle  revenue  miles,  motor  bus  passenger  miles,  and 
operating  costs  as  reported  on  Form  006  are  presented  fairly  in  all 
material  respects  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  15 
of  the  Act.    It   is  also  our  opinion  that  demand  response  passenger 


miles,  subject  to  the  effects  of  such  adjustments,  if  any,  had  the 
Authority  met  the  sampling  requirements  of  UMTA  Circular  2710.2  as 
reported  on  Form  006,  are  presented  fairly  in  all  material  respects 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  15  of  the  Act. 

The  Authority  did  not  obtain  advance  approval  from  UMTA  for  its  method 
of  calculating  rapid  rail  passenger  miles  as  required  under  Section  15 
of  the  Act.  The  Authority  has  calculated  its  reported  1986  rapid  rail 
passenger  miles  based  on  actual  counts  of  1986  passenger  boardings 
and  1985  sampled  average  passenger  trip  length.  Since  the  Authority 
did  not  sample  for  1986  average  trip  length,  we  are  unable  to  determine 
whether  the  Authority's  reported  rapid  rail  passenger  miles  are  presented 
fairly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  15  of  the  Act. 
Management  believes  its  methods  of  calculating  passenger  miles  are 
adequate  and  that  reported  rapid  rail  passenger  miles  are  supported 
by  other  operating  data. 

The  Authority's  method  of  calculating  demand  response  vehicle  revenue 
miles  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  15  of  the 
Act.  The  Authority  calculated  1986  demand  response  vehicle  revenue 
miles  based  on  1985  data.  Therefore,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion 
as  to  the  fair  presentation  of  the  Authority's  reported  demand  response 
vehicle  revenue  miles.  Management  believes  its  method  of  calculating 
demand  response  vehicle  revenue  miles  is  reliable  and  that  demand 
response  passenger  miles  are  fairly  presented. 

As  part  of  our  examination,  we  have  also  made  a  study  and  evaluation 
of  the  system  of  internal  control  and  administrative  procedures  used 
by  the  Authority  in  accumulating  fixed  guideway  directional  route  miles, 
motor  bus  and  demand  response  passenger  miles  and  motor  bus  and  rapid 
rail  vehicle  revenue  miles  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to 
determine  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures 
necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  Section  9  statistics  summary. 
Our  study  and  evaluation  of  such  system  did  not  extend  to  the 
accumulation  of  rapid  rail  passenger  miles  and  demand  response  vehicle 
revenue  miles  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  paragraphs, 
respectively. 

The  management  of  the  Authority  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  system  of  internal  control  and  administrative  procedures 
necessary  to  properly  accumulate  the  information  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  In  fulfilling  this  responsiblity ,  estimates  and 
judgments  made  by  management  of  the  Authority  are  required  to  assess 
the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  such  procedures.  The 
objectives  of  a  system  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but 
not  absolute,  assurance  that  information  is  accumulated  and  reported 
in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  is  free  of  material  error.  Because 
of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  control  and 
administrative  procedures,  errors  or  irregularities  may  occur  and  not 


be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  of  future 
periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in 
the  preceding  paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material 
weaknesses  in  the  system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion 
on  the  system  of  internal  control  and  administrative  procedures,  as 
it  relates  to  the  accumulation  of  fixed  guideway  directional  route 
miles,  motor  bus  and  demand  response  passenger  miles  and  motor  bus 
and  rapid  rail  vehicle  revenue  miles,  or  the  Authority  taken  as  a  whole. 
However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believed 
to  be  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Authority  and  UMTA 
and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purposes.

Pursuant  to  your  request  of  April  2,  1987,  I  have  completed  and  am 
returning  the  UMTA  Pension  Plan  Questionnaire.  We  understand  (i)  that 
more  explicit  instructions  for  completion  of  the  form  were  not  provided 
and  (ii)  that  the  form  should  be  completed  disregarding  the  Supplemental 
Plan. 

Since  liabilities  and  assets  are  computed  as  of  the  beginning  of  the 
plan's  fiscal  year,  the  amounts  stated  are  as  of  1/1/86.  I  have  modified 
certain  of  the  captions  on  the  copy  returned  herewith  to  make  this 
evident . 

The  captions  on  items  3(a)  and  (b)  seem  to  me  to  make  the  subtraction  in 
the  wrong  direction;  i.e.,  unfunded  vested  liability  exists  when  the 
liability  for  vested  benefits  exceeds  the  value  of  plan  assets. 

Note  that  we  have  left  item  4(b)  blank  since  the  contribution  commitment 
is  defined  in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement.
